He‘has an immense maple punch bowl 
that was cut from a single knot by 
Jacob Ashbridge and he has the {m- 
meénse iron hinges from the Kates of 
Gastle Frank that. once opened and 
closed to Governor Simcoe and his 
Vice-regal party as long ago as 1795. 
He has geological” wonders that he 
bas discovered near his home and, 
Just but not least, a creat race of 
fty hives of ‘‘stingless”’ bees that 
he‘has developed bimself and which’ 
incidentally present him with ten 
thousand .pounds of honey every 
aummer; and all gathered from the 
flowérs that grow below the Bloor 
street viaduct, He is also credited 
‘with being responsible for the intro- 
duction of sweet clover to this coun- 
try and hopes in the immediate fu- 
ture to present agricultural science 
with a plant that will bloom twice 
Yearly.

flow: ‘to Raise Sheep: From Day, 





Mother’s Milk. the Best “Food—whén 

- and How to Feed Grain—Cause 

for Failure With Lambe—Reasons 
for Success. ~ 


(Contributed by Ontaric Derartment of

Mother‘svmilk js the frst and best 
food for-lambs,* If this is not avall- 
able, then the milk of goats or cows 
may be thed. “If the ewo or mother 
sheep has been well fed on oats, bran, 
clover and {cw roots for at least a 
month before the birth of the lamb, 
there {is Nitle likelihood ‘of a” milk 
shortage for one lamb, Lambs that 
Rave unkind mothers usually need 
some assistance to obtain nourish- 
ment, The mother sheep can be held 
by hand or ticd with a halter while 
the Jamb nurses. ‘This Is usually not 
necessary for more than two or three 
days. The transfer of lambs from 
one ewe to another can be made at 
birth or while the lamb Is still very 
young by fooling the ewe, who by 
the way depends Inrgely on the sense 
of smell to identify her offspring. 
Should a ewe have but one lamb, a 
day old, and it ts desired to have 
her feed a second one, rub the two 
lambs together untill they have the 
same smell and then test the ewe's 
ability to identify. If a ewe loses 
her lamb‘ and it Is desired to have 
her adopt and ‘feed another one, such 
ean be done by removing the skin 
from the dead lamb and placing such 
on the back of the lamb that it is 
desired she shouh! adopt. This must, 
of course, be dove in a comparatively 
short time; but cutting a slit in each 
corner of the pelt through which the 
legs of the living lamb may be pass- 
ed, it is easy to keep the skin in 
place for a few days. Twin lambs 
frequently do not get sufficient milk 
for best development, and again the 
strong lamb will get more than its 
Close attention is necessary 
to make such adjustment as-will in- 
sure thé lambs getting a fair share. 
When lambs are not getting all the 
milk that they need from thelr moth- 
ers, provision should be made to sup- 
plement such by teaching the lambs 
to drink cows’ milk from bottle or

Grain Feeding. 

When the lames are two of three 
weeks old they wil! start olbbling at 
grain, hay or grass. At this time, 
they should be emcouraged to feed 
by way of placing: choice bits of fod- 
der and grain in a small feed trough 
where they can reach It without be- 
ing’ disturbed by the older sheep. 
Bran, ground oats, cracked ¢drn and 
ofl cake meal are very desirable con- 
centrates for lambs.: Fresh water and 
salt should always be available in the 
pens, yards or pasture. The amount 
Of grain to feed will depend lareely 
upon the use that It is desired to 
make of the lambs. Lambs for the 
“hot house lamb” trade require lib- 
eral grain feeding, while those for 
breeding, or ordinary markets should 
be limited within the bounds of pro- 
fitable feeding. With lambs for ex- 
hibition, costs are somettmes of se- 
condary importance, and the grain 
feeding is more liberal than it is 
with the lambs of the breeding or 
market type. 
fed from the beginning will reach 
market weight six or eight weeks 
earlier than those not receiving grain 
until the commencement of the fat- 
tening period. When grain feeding 
is too liberal cither before or afte 
weaning, the lambs willl depend upon 
the grain feeds, and not eat as much 
grass or other roughage as js in keep- 
ing with profitable feeding. The 
amount of grain to feed must be de- 
termined by the age of the lamb, the 
purpose for which it is being rear- 
ed, and the coarse feeds available, 
Grain feeding from the time that the 
lambs begin to feed is a proditable 
Practice if the amount of gragn fed 
per day does not reduce the lamb's 
appetite for grass and other coarse 
feeds. During the fattening period, 
the quantity of grain fed per lamb 
should generally not exceed one and 
a half pounds per day if the feeding 
is to be profitable. Good pasture 
grass, ‘clovers, or rape should be sup- 
plied Mberally to all lambs intended 
for the ordinary market or breeding. 
With hot house lambs, the coarse 
food is limited, ins and milk are 
largely depended on for rapid’ gains,

Skin While Carcaso Is Warm. 

. The animal should be clean; if not 
it will be difficult to keop the hide 
and carcase in proper condition. The 
skinning should start immediately 
the animal is dead, and the more 
quickly it is done while the animal 
is warm the more easily the hide 
will come off Make sure that the 
knife is sharp. After atunning and 
sticking the animal it should be sus- 
pended to facilitate bleeding. When 
in the suspended position the oper- 
ator should begin skinning the head, 
cheeks and face. When akinning over 
the face leave the fesh on the head. 
The presence of meat.on the hide is 
an objeccion. The head is removed 
from the neck at the atlas joint, or 
end of the spinal column. The horns 
should not be removed from the akull, 
With the head out of tne way the 
animal should be completely lowered 
and placed breast up, being held In 
this position by a spiked stick be- 
tween brisket and floor. The legs 
should then be skinned out and the 
feet removed. 

Avelid Forming of Wrinkles. 

After removing the feet the hide 
should be ripped down the belly from 
the sticking cut to the tail. The sides 
should then be skinned by working 
forward to the brisket and then back 
to the inside of the hind les, close 
to the tall. The free hand should be 
used to lift away, pulling outward and 
upward against the knife. Care 
should be taken to prevent the form- 
ation of wrinkles under the hide as 
it is being removed. The hide should 
be skinned off nearly to the ck 
done, leaving it attached at the thigha 
and shoulders. Change the prop over 
to the other side of brisket and ekin 
the other side-in the same manner. 
Cut Carefully About the Legs.

At this stage {t is beat 
to insert a gambrel above the hock 
jointa and raise the carcass so that 
the shoulder will atlll rest on the 
Goor. Split the skin on the under’ 
aide of the tail and skin out the tail 
bone to the end. 

Skin Away From Tail and Legs. 
Skin the hide carefully away from 
the base of the tail and strip from the 
legs and back, using the fist or*a 
blunt instrument such as a knife 
handie, skinning stone or the back 
of a cleaver. Be careful and do not 
cut the hide, since each cut reduces 
the value, When akinned downto 
the shoulders the carcass is hoisted 
clear of the floor and the skinning 
completed down over the neck. Split 
the ears by cutting lengthwise and 
fold the hide flesh side in. Tie for 
shipment.—Ontario Department of 
Agricultuxe, Toronto, 


Cheap Ice For the Farmer, 

Farmers who bave not already done 
so should prepare to lay by a store 
of ice for cooling milk and for house- 
hold use next summer. The cost of 
harvosting and storing ice is low 
when compared with the saving ef- 
fected. “Ordinarily, it is safe to har- 
vest two tons of ice for each caw 
in the herd. This will allow for meit- 
ing and leave enough for family 
needs. Where cream only Is sold, 
about one-third of that quantity of 
fee will be needed. 

Did you ever try co-operation in 
ica harvesting? It works like a 
charm. Get cne or two of your 
neighbors to.go into such a scheme. 
One pond or stream and one set of 
tools will answer for all. The equip- 
ment necessary for harvosting and 
storing ice consiste simply of saws, 
tongs, and fron) bars for pushing the 
blocks of ice around. 

A rough. board enclosure ten feet 
square and elght feet high will hold 
sufficient ice to provide fifty, pounds 
per day for 130 days after allowing 
for a reasonable amount of wastage. 
An importan\ fact to be remembered 
is that the smaller the quantity of ice 
stored the larger Js the proportion. of 
waste. The bottom‘of the enclosure 
should be covered with a foot of saw- 
Gust, and a foot of space left between 
the boards and the ice, which should 
also be filled with sawdust. The ice 
should be similarly covered. The 
drier the sawduat the better, If the 
soil beneath the enclosure is jmper- 
vious clay, a layer of gravel under the 
sawduat is advisable. 

If sawdust is not obtainable, plan- 
er mill shavings will serve. U& neither 
is to be had, two feet of marah hay 
or any wild hay will anawer. The’ 
roughest klod of a shéd that will re 
sist the weather is all that is re- 
guired.

Soy beans can be successfully 
grown for fodder in |Southwestera 
Ontario and 4n the Niagara Penin- 
sula, and in favored areas even far- 
ther north, The production of seed 
of the Soy bean in Ontario ls a more 
uncertain problem. In good seasons, 
first-class seed of a number of varie- 
thes have been produced at Guelph, 


and Ip poor seasons no-miatured seed 
was obtained from any variety. 
Soll Inoculation’ Necessary. 

Soy beans are very rich in nitro- 
gen, the seed having a bigher protein 
content than elther common beans or 
field peas. This plant le « legume, 
and when planted ‘for tie frat time 
should be Inoculated with the proper, 
nitrogen fixing bacteria. The Soy 
bean has varied uses, the whole crop 
being grown for hay, pasture, silage, 
and green manure, and the seed for 
stock feed. tn the Orient. the seed 
ls grown not only for stock feed, but 
to an even larger extent for human 
consumption. 

For Hay, Silage, Pasture or Seed. 

Soy beans have been grown for 
fodder and seed production In the 
experimental plots at Guelph since 
1894, and have’ been distributed 
through the medium of the Experi- 
mental ‘Union to farmers of Ontario 
each year for the past twenty-three 
years, During the past Sve years, the 
most promising varieties under test 
at Guelph have been the O. A. C. 
No. 211, Ito San, Minnesota No, 157, 
Early Brown and Early Yellow. 
Sandy Soll Not too Rich Preferred. 


A sandy loam soll not too rich is 
suitable for growing Soy beans. The 
seéed-bed preparation for Soy beans 
should be much the same as for In- 
dian corn and they should be planted 
about the same time. Soy beans 
usually produce better resulis whes 
planted in drills which are about 
thirty Inches apart than broadcasted. 
it requires three-quarters ta one 
bushel to plant an acre for seed, and 
about one and one-half bushels to 
plant the same area for fodder pro- 
duction, 

Producing Plants for Selection. 

A number of plait-breeding selec- 
tions are under test at Guelph, and 
it is hoped that before long varieties 
will be produced which will be early 
enough to matute: seed each year, 
and, at the ‘same time, produce a 
good yleld of green fodder. One of 
the best strains tested at Guelph is 
the O. A. C. No. 211. This strain 
with be included in the Soy Bean 
Expefimental Union Co-operative Ex- 
periment, material for which will be 
sent to any Ontario farmer who de 
siresto test this crop in the spring 
of 1923.—Dept. of Field Husbandry, 
QO. &. C., Guelph. 
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Systematic Fleld Arrangement. 

Many an old farm bas waste land, 
unproductive pastures, irregular feld 
and fence lints and rundown soll, 
but still the proprietor does not be- 
come a bankrupt. . The farm gives 
him board and lodging, and if an 
early homesteaded area it has no bur- 
den of carrying charges. When these 
old farms come Into the ownership 
of young and progressive men, pur- 
chased at a price in keeping with the 
present market values, reorganization 
must be affected. The reorganitation 
will usually consist of a general 
cleaning wp of fields, fences, build- 
ings and trees and planning anew the 
old farm area to conform with the 
modern and necessary farm plan with 
its systematic arrangement of fields, 
straisht fence lines, drained areas, 
tidy orehard and tidy farm yard, 30 
different {rom the half century of 
accumulation too frequently seen 
about old farm homes. Old farms are 
not modernized or made over In a 
year. Time js required to clear the 
stone piles and stumps away, to drain 
the fields, to rebuild the fences and 
to repair the buildings. The present 
day investment requires that every 
foot of land should be productive, 
and that the field arrangement and 
general farm plan should be such as 
to reduce the labor te a minimum. 
This is accomplished by having the 
fatm buildings located in proper re- 
lationship to the fields, the Jane and 
the highway.—L. Stevenson, Toronto.

As aweet clover hay is dificult to 
cure under the best conditions a very 
good means of yreserving it would 
seem to be In the form of silage. 
Thé experience of‘ the last year, 
however, hus revealed the fact that © 
certal ecautions are necessary in 
making silagg If it [Is to come out of 
the, silo green, succulent, and free 
from mould. 


When to Cut for Silage. 








Sweet clover for silage should be, 


cut at the same time as for hay, {.¢., 
Just before blooming. The binder 
should be followed’ as closely as pos- 
sible with the waggons and the eweet 
Clever put into the allo at once. It 


should not be left lying on the 
ground for even a day, especially dur- 
ing hot, dry weather. The knives of 
the cutting box should be set to cut 
the sweet clover as fine as possible. | 
If for any reason the feed seems dry 
a stream of water stould be run into 
the cutting box, for it ts essential to 
have the sweet clover well moistened 
so that it can be well packed in the 
silo, 
Clover Should Bo Carefully Tramped,. 
One of the most juportant ateps io 
the making of gocd silage is to be 
sure that it Ys apread evenly and ° 
tramped thoroughly in the silo. 
Seventy-fixre per cent, of the faliures 
in making first-claty silage laat year 
were due to insufficient packing. At 
least two men—prefezably more— 
are necessary to properly tramp 
stveet clover in the silo. Great care 
should be taken to™see that It is 
particularly wellstramped around the 
edge. Neglect to properly pack the 
silage was quite apparent throughout 
the country this spring, and it was 
not always in ratio to the number 
of mea in the silo, Qne farmer said 
he had two men in bis stlo while It 
was being filled last summer, and he 
could not explain why one half of his 
sitace was rotten from the top to the

Notwithstand the war, Great 
Britain can furnish a very large 
number of settlers of the right class, 
and for the first time, I think, in 
history, the British Government is 
prepared to lend its assistance, fi- 
nancially and otherwise, to help 
these people to become established 
in one of the Dominions, . 





Norway, Sweden, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Holland and other continental 
countries can furnish us with thou- 
sands of rugged, splendid people 
who are weary of the struggle at 
home, and wish to seck their for- 
tunes in a new Jand. 

To begin with there should be 
some‘amendments to our immigra- 
tion laws and regulations. The re- 
Tuenest of continuous passage 
rom country of origin is surrounded 
by many difficulties, There can be 
no good reason why an Englishman 
temporarily living in Oregon, who 
had bought a ranch in Alberta, 
should under our regulations be de- 
nied admission as a settler, because 
he camesto us from Oregon instead 
of direct from England. Nor should 
we be prevented from getting any 
settlers from the United States, 
who, not being naturalized United 
States citizens, would be required 
under otr law to return to their own 
country and come from there direct 
to Canada to ensure admission. 

I am only referring briefly to 
one or two out of many instances in 
the last couple of years that were 
brought to my notice. It is true 
that the regulations have recently 
been amended with reference to 
British settlers, but the barrier 
against others still remains. 

There should be nrged upon the 
Government the appointment with- 
out delay of a thoroughly capable, 
enterprising Minister of Immigra- 
tion and Colonization. I think that 
my friend, Hon. Mr. Stewart, who is 
with us to-day, will bear me out in 
the statement that the Department 
of the Interior is now over-burdened 
with ‘work, and that this additional 
load should not be placed on it. The 
Minister in charge. of, Immigration 
will be a very busy man, arid should 
be able to give his whole time and 
thought to this work. Heretofore it 
has been u sort of tradition that the 
Cabinet Minister or Deputy in 
charge of Immigration should come 
from the West. There would ap- 
ae to be no good reason for this. 

hile naturally the main efforts of 
the Department will be directed to 
the West, there is room for. consid- 
erable energy in Eastern Canada, 
and after all, it makes but very little 
difference whether the Minister 
comes from the East or the West 
provided he be just the right man.
